— Private Chineso 
reports that are being received here 
etate that the whole of Manchuria is 
In a state of utter confusion owing to 
the Russians having seised all food 
supplies and other commlsaarlSit neees- 
sitles. 

The natives are streaming south to- 
ward the ports and are suflerlQg .<reat 
hardships. The late military governor 
at Klrln has committed suicide owing 
to his Inability to relieve the people's 
distreaa or stop the Russian depreda- 
tion. 

. Toldo^ March- 14.— Official and pri- 
Tate reporta both Indicate that Adm. 
Toco's fourth attack on Port Arthur 

on the 10th Inat. was tho most effec- 
tive since tho first assault of a month 
ago. One Russian torpedo boat de- 
stroyer was sunk and several Ruapian 
torpedo boat destroyera Mdously dam- 
aged. The fortifications and eity were 
subjected to a heavy bombardment 
lasting nearly four hoiirfl. Tho naval 
bombardments of the land works have 
generally been Ineffective, yejt the pe- 
culiar topograpl^tcal conditions of Port 
A^ur make Immunity from serious 
toss from bombardment impossible. 
Adin. Togo's torpedo flotilla opened 
the action by boldly ytcaminn in nndor 
the batt<M'ios and successfully placing 
a number of mechanical mines at the 
mouth of the harbor. Following that 
there- was a desperate bow to bow en- 
counter between the torpedo boat de- 
stroyers In which tho Japanese appear 

,to have scored a clever victory. Then 
followed a long range duel between 
the cruisers, ending in the retirement 
of the Norik and Bayan,.the^9nly 9>V^- 
sians engaged. 

The closing action was the bombard- 
ment of tho inn<'r harbor by the Jap- 
anese battleships. Th(> latter took a 
position southwest of Port Arthur and 
using only their Ij-inch guns. There 
were 24 12'Jnch guns in a squadron of 
six battleships and each grm was fired 
five rounds, making a total of 120 huge 
projectiles that were fired at the city. 
The bombardment was deliberate and 
carefully planned. In order to aid in 
p^ecting th# flrlnff, Adm. Togo sta- 

. tipped the cruisera in a position due 
east of the entrance to the harbor and 
at a right angle to the battleships. 
The cruisers observed the range and 
effect of firing and signalled the re- 
sults by wireless telegraphy. These 
obsenrations and reports r^Uy aided 
the gunners In their 9l(^pirt ipo fiaka 
every shot count. 

Adm. Togo was unable to definitely 
Jearn the results of the bombardment, 
but later private reports indicates that 
much MfMiapM^ cs-ysed in .t|ia 
bay. "There 'also was damage to bat- 
teries. 

Capt. Shojiro Asal, commanding the 
flotilla of toriH'do boat destroyers 
which engaged the Russian destroyers, 
is the hero of the attack. He had 
only three dastroyers. .hut attacked the 
six Russian destroyers, ordering hla 
craft tp cIo.so in with the enemy. He 
steamed so close to tho enemy's de- 
stroyer's tliat they almost touched and 
a most desperate conflict ensyied frpm 
which the Ruiiitsjii ratlred hadly dlMb* 
Wed.

Washington, March 14. — ^The house 
will lose no time in acting upon the 
authorization of an Inqvilry into the 
circiunstances of the Brlstow report. 
Speaker Cannon appointed a select 
committee to conduct the investiga- 
tion. 

The committee consists of Represen- 
tatives McCall (Mas.), Burton (O.), 
flltt (111.), Motcalf (Cal.), republicans, 
and McDermott (N. J.), Sartlette (Qa.) 
and Richardson (Ala.), democrats. 

None of these men was mentioned 
in the Brlstow report and none is a 
member of the committee on poet of- 
fices and post roads. So far as the 
republicans are concerned, this is not 
a political inquiry, but an inqijUsiUon 
in behalf of the dignity and infcgrlty 
of the house of representatives. 

The investigation is not to go be- 
yond tho subject of the relations of 
members of congress to the post office 
department in the cases specially set 
forth in the Brlstow reporL 

All sessions at which wltnassas ara 
examined will be Open to the pybllc 
and the press. 

An extended period of porsonnl i x- 
planation undoubtedly will occur in 
the house during the consideration of 
the post office appropriation bill which 
will be called up Monday by Chair- 
man Overstreet. Monday rit?htfully 
belongs to tho District of Columbia, 
but there are few local matter.'^ on tbo 
calendar and Mr. Babcock will abdi- 
cate in favor of the post office bill. 

The necessity which many members 
of the house feel to have the Congres- 
sional Record contain certain state- 
ments in explanation of their alleged 
misconduct with the post office depart 
meat in regard to clerk hire, allow- 
ances and rent of post office quarters 
has led the managers of the house to 
adopt a most liberal policy with refer- 
ence to genera! debate on the post of- 
fice bill. When these statements are 
all out of the way the 'bill will be dis- 
posed of and not before. 

The bill making appropriations for 
the support of the military academy 
will follow the post office bill and as 
there are no special ord<'rs for claims 
or pensions to Interfere it may be that 
both of these supply measONa will be 
disposed of this week.

In a Foot Note to His Confession the 
Car Bam Bandit Admlte the ,KIII* 
Ing of Five Men During 
His Career. 



Chicago, March 14.— Oustave Marx, 
one of the three car bam bandits now 
under sentence of death, declared in 
a confession made Sunday that he was 

one of three men who held up the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern express train at 
Tower W, near Dekalb, four years ago. 
The crime, vhlcb hf^l parsed into his- 
tory ss one of tlM isoat d sa p a r a t s srer 
commltteed in or about Chicago, has 
never been fastened upon any one ot 
the many suspects arrested, and the 
Identity of the bandits has remained a 
mystery to the police until now. 

Man aaya both hla contedamtes in 
the crime are dead and rcfosss to gtra 
their names. One of them, he declares, 
"Died with his boots on." The rail- 
way authorities admitted a loss of 
$102,000 by the robbery. Marx says 
the robbers secured only $8,000, the 
rest of the money having been da* 
stroyed by tho explosion of dynamite 
used to crack the safe. 

In a sort of foot note to this start- 
ling confession, Marx admits tin' l^ill 
ing of five men in his career of crime. 

"Besldss John B. Johnson, killed at 
the car barns, Detective Qulnn, killed 
at the time of my arrest, and Otto 
Bander, whom RoeskI Is generally sup- 
posed to have killed, I have killed two 
other men," said Marx. 

"Sight years ago Neldermeier and I 
went to Janeavllle, Wis., to rob a train 
and hid onr dynamite alongside the 
track. A trackwalker, or railway de- 
tective. I have never learned which, 
came upon us and asked us what we 
were doing there. I shot him and we 
threw his body into the Roick river. 
Th9 other man whom I killed I had 
done criminal work with in Michigan. 
I met him at Camp Goldfleld, Col., 
when NVidcrnieier and I were there 
last fall. He talked Um much about 
me and 1 killed him and left his body 
lying in the suburbs of the camp. 
Theae crimes can be verified by the 
police."
